5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record while teaching the claimed porosity and pressure steps fails to 
teach forming a bipolar cell electrode coating a first active material on a collector and 
compressing it at the claimed pressure to achieve the claimed porosity and coating a second 
active material onto the opposite side of the collector and compressing at the claimed pressure to 
achieve the claimed porosity whereby the porosity of the first coating is higher than that of the 
second coating. The prior art teaches electrodes having porosities within the claimed range but 
not two electrodes having different porosities as claimed.
